The executive session can be bothersome to the 
general public. 


At meetings of governing bodies in Lower Bucks 
County citizens have many times watched school di­ 
rectors, supervisors, council members and commission­ 
ers get up and file out to go behind closed doors. 


The executive sessions last from minutes to hours 
and then the door opens and officials return to resume 
the public meeting. Rarely do they explain what went 
on in “secret.” 


I he Neshaminy Joint School Board, made up of 
the school boards from Middletown, Lower Southamp­ 
ton, Hulmeville, Penndel, Langhorne, and Langhorne 
Manor, moves into executive session fairly often. The 
same goes for Middletown during its own board meet­ 
ings. 


The public is often required to wait while the Ne­ 
shaminy or Middletown board goes into executive ses­ 
sion in the middle of an open meeting. 


Hassle Is Expected 
There is a definite split on the Neshaminy board 
with the larger components—Middletown and Lower 
Southampton—often wrangling with the smaller boards 
over financing of projects. 
More wrangling is expected over Act 299 which 
reorganizes school districts, since the smaller muni­ 
cipalities get tax breaks. 
A hassle is also anticipated when the 34 joint 
board directors are cut to nine as required by the act. 
Middletown Township supervisors rarely hold ex­ 
ecutive sessions. 


Occasionally, the beginning of a regular meeting 
is delayed for a short time while the supervisors dis­ 
cuss some m atter behind closed doors.
